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Remarks and Observations on the Schools. 


DIVISION 1. 

The scholars of the summer term belonged to the juvenile 
class, and here if any. where, was the place for the young teach- 
er. If she failed in any part of her laudable undertaking, it 
may be attributed more to her years than to her other qualifica- 
tions. Her ambition and well-known energy will tell in her 
favor in the future. By the action of the trustees of the high 
school fund, (wisely we think) the income of the same was 
placed at the disposal of the school board, to be added to the 
allowance of each division in equal portions, with the exaction 
that a teacher be employed for the fall term, competent to in- 
struct all scholars in the town that chose to attend. These con- 
ditions were scrupulously and faithfully complied with, and al- 
though no scholars availed themselves of this golden opportu- 
nity from the more remote sections of the town, those that did 
attend enjoyed the benefits of an excellent school. 


DIVISION 2. 


The teachers were competent, faithful and industrious. Par- 
ents and children will approve this assertion. ‘This is sufficient. 

The length of the fall term was curtailed in consequence of 
the increasing cold weather, which rendered the school-house 
untenable. A new school-house is needed here, or extensive 
repairs on the old one. 


DIVISION 3. 


The summer term was a very fine select schdol for the young 
ladies attending ; under the charge of a graduate of one of the 
best Normal schools in New England. The prevalence of 
whooping cough reduced the number of scholars attending the 
fall term. If the situation in this division could have been 
anticipated, no Fall term of school would have been necessary 
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here. <A teacher of high educational attainment was secured 
for the fall term, but for want of scholars had but small chance 
of displaying her abilities as a teacher. 


DIVISION 4. 


Parents and children all declare, ‘‘We have had a good school 
this year.” So say we also. The condition of the school-house, 
one. of the best in town, was such as to necessitate the ex- 
penditure of several dollars, besides a liberal contribution of 
labor to the same end before opening the school. 


DIVISION 5. 


This school requires a teacher of peculiar organization. In 
the latter, we suppose patience and forbearance should find a 
place, but the possessor of them should know just where those 
qualities cease to be a virtue. The method of instruction of 
the teacher for the summer term was excellent; but shé neg- 
lected to organize the school for a few days at the beginning of 
the term, which circumstance increased her labor tenfold dur- 
ing the remainder of the term. We offered her a school in an- 
other division, which she declined. ‘The fall term was under 
the charge of 4 young gentleman as teacher, well-known through- 
out the town. ‘This was his first attemptto teach. The school 
at the commencement exhibited a good show of prosperity, and 
some of the parents say that had it not been for the conduct of 
three or four boys, the whole school would have continued to 
display the same desirable indication in a still greater degree 
to the end of the term. Our closing visit confirms this asser- 
tion. x @ 


DIVISION 6. 


The teacher of the summer term was a graduate we be- 
lieve, of the Manchester high school. Combine a little more 
energy with your qualification, young lady; give the tree of 
knowledge a vigorous shake, and the golden apples will fall at 
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your feet. Reference to last page and name of teacher of fall 
term is sufficient notice of the latter. The same teacher is en- 
gaged for the comming summer term. We taught the winter 
terms of school here in 1862 and 1863. ‘Should we now visit the 
old homesteads belonging to this same old school district, we 
would meet at the doors faces as genial and cordial as of old, 
but not the same. Remnants of those former families are still 
living in different towns, States and localities; but the larger 
portion of those heads of families have reached the goal of the 


common race of mankind. One only remains, Charles White, 
then the quiet boy and attentive scholar; now the sober sturdy 
man, who with his wife, whom we have often seen speeding to 
the Centre with her. children to secure instruction for them at the 
high school, takes great interest in the little school by the pond.

In conclusion we would like to notice one point in favor of 
the new law, that has come under our observation. It has 
drawn us into closer relations with the parents of the children 
in the schools than ever before, when serving as Superinten- 
dent of the schools, or Prudential committee of a district. The 
parents have more frequently visited their schools this year than 
formerly. We hope this custom once begun will continue and 
increase. We believe it contributed to the advancement of the 
schools in some of the divisions, where visitors were the most 
numerous. ‘To parents we would say, we need your counsel and 
advice. It will enable us to still more advance the prosperity 
of the schools, the interests of which we all have so much at 
heart.
